with little emotional investment), but a true 
hang the “W” flag in the window, skip class 
to go to Opening Day in the freezing cold, 
“This is the year” believer bleacher bum. 

So I have a choice to make— or do I? 

My family has a history of converting. Not 
religions, but for how seriously both sides of 
my family take their sports teams, it might as 
well be. 

My paternal grandmother’s father was a 
Cubs fan, so that’s what she was— until she 
married a Sox fan. My maternal grandmother, 
on the other hand, was South Side Irish 
Catholic through and through, which meant 
she was a Sox fan— until she married a Cubs 
fan. And my mom was raised in a household 
of die-hard Cubs loyalists before my dad took 
her to Comiskey Park on their first date. 

So clearly the precedent has been set for

P I recious Davis knew what it felt like to be rejected and abandoned. She 
never felt truly loved until she met Myles Brady As a transgender woman 
who grew up in Nebraska before moving to Chicago, Davis, 29, thought 
she was going to be lonely for the rest of her life. She thought she was unlovable. 
But that changed after she crossed paths with Brady, 33, in 2013 at Lake view’s Cen- 
ter on Halsted, an LGBT community center. 


“It wasn’t until I met Myles that someone 
would love every part of me, my body my 
soul, my spirit, the things that I stand for, my 
outlook on the world, how I wake up in the 
morning with no makeup and my hair matted 
on one side,” she said. “That’s how you know 
you’ve found the right person.” 

Brady who identifies as transmasculine, 
only had superficial relationships stifled by 


trust and honesty issues until he dated Davis. 
It typically took Brady years to feel comfort- 
able enough to disclose his background. It 
was different with Davis. 

“This, I feel, is the first real relationship 
where I’ve given myself to somebody and 
have been able to express and tell them every- 
thing as well,” he said. 

The world got a peek at the love story of 


the engaged transgender Hyde Park couple 
this week— just days before Sunday’s Chicago 
Pride Parade— in Miley Cyrus’ #InstaPride 
social media campaign, celebrating transgen- 
der and gender expansive individuals. 

The high-profile transition of Caitlyn Jen- 
ner and a number of TV shows starring trans- 
gender individuals have put a new spotlight 
on the community which numbers about 
700,000 adults nationwide, according to a 
2011 population analysis by The Williams In- 
stitute, a think tank at UCLA’s School of Law 

Both Brady transgender outreach coordi- 
nator at the Howard Brown Health Center in 
Uptown, and Davis, the assistant director of 
diversity recruitment initiatives at Columbia 
College Chicago, had to overcome their own 
obstacles to find happiness. 

Brady who grew up in Chicago, said he 


started his transition when he was born. With 
supportive parents, he began dressing mas- 
culine at a young age, although there were 
times, such as when he went to church, that 
he would wear a dress instead of a suit and tie. 

He had lived “stealth” for the majority of his 
life, meaning nobody knew he was transgen- 
der and people assumed he was assigned male 
at birth. After witnessing the mistreatment of 
transgender individuals when he worked as an 
emergency medical technician in Arkansas, 
he didn’t openly come out as transgender un- 
til years later because of the fear of discrimi- 
nation, ridicule or violence. 

“I felt like when I was stealth, I was almost 
living under the witness protection program 
because I have this past and this background I 
can’t share with anyone for fear of something 
happening to me,” he said. “Every relation-

ship I had, including the romantic 
relationships, had to be superficial 
because who could I trust, who could 
I tell?” 

When he met Davis, he told her 
everything. 

“The moment I saw Precious, she 
instantly took my breath away” he 
said. “I saw my entire future flash 
before my eyes. I never wanted kids 
but the first second I saw her, I was 
like ‘I want kids.’ I want my daughters 
to have her face. I want to carry her 
baby everything. I was in love.” 

However, Davis didn’t know what 
a healthy thriving relationship looked 
like. She had been given up by her 
mother, raised by her grandparents, 
and eventually kicked out by her 
grandmother. 

Davis recalled telling her grand- 
mother at age 4 that she was a girl 
and walking around the house in her 
sister’s high heels. In high school, she 
found her place in theater and went 
to cast parties wearing lipstick and 
heels. In college, she performed in 
drag - her first song was “I’m Every 
Woman” - and liked people viewing 
her as a woman. She tried to fight 
the idea of transitioning and fell into 
a deep depression, self-medicating 
with drugs and alcohol. 

It wasn’t until three years ago that 
she decided to begin her transition. 

Brady pursued Davis for a year, 
sending her flowers and writing her 
poems until they officially became a 
couple last June. 

He finally won her over at a dinner 
with her friends. 

“In comes Myles at dinner and he 
whispered all these sweet nothings 
in my ear. He’s like, ‘You’re the most 
beautiful woman I’ve ever seen. I 
don’t want to be with anyone else but 
you,’ ” Davis said. 

“It was the most beautiful thing that 
I had ever heard from any man in my 
life,” she said. “It was honest. It was 
authentic and my heart just melted. In 
that moment, it felt like I had made a 
date with destiny and it was meant to 
be.”

When Myles Brady’s fiancee told him 
that Miley Cyrus reached out to her on 
Twitter to be part of a social media cam- 
paign highlighting the transgender com- 
munity the Hyde Park resident thought 
they were being punked. 

But it wasn’t a joke. 

Brady 33, who identifies as transmas- 
culine, and his fiancee Precious Davis, 
29, who identifies as transfemale, caught 
the pop star’s eye. 

The transgender couple’s portrait was 
featured this week in Cyrus’ Happy Hip- 
pie Foundation #InstaPride campaign to 
raise awareness of the LGBTQ commu- 
nity and the injustices they face. 

Cyrus shared 
on both her per- 
sonal and her 
foundation’s Ins- 
tagram accounts 
how the couple 
caught her eye: 
“As a transgen- 
der couple, they 
speak out to- 
gether to bring attention to the issues 
affecting the transgender community 
especially transgender people of color.” 

Among the issues facing the trans- 
gender community are harassment, dis- 
crimination, violence and higher rates of 
attempted suicide. 

“Me and one of the other people, Leo, 
were talking about when we were young- 
er we never thought that just being our 
true, authentic selves opportunities like 
this would come our way Because usually 
you don’t hear about that, you hear about 
the sad stories,” Brady said. 

“It’ll definitely raise awareness of 
what’s going on within the trans com- 
munity and what’s going on within the 
homeless LGBT community” he said. 

Cyrus’ campaign creates visibility for 
the transgender community, which can 
be a catalyst for change, Davis said. 

“It shatters the stigma of being trans- 
gender, and it says we are out, we are 
proud, and we are resilient,” Davis said. 
“It creates this continuum for young peo- 
ple to look to and say those 14 individu- 
als are living out and proud, living their 
dreams and transgender is not some- 
thing that inhibits you from achieving 
your dreams and goals. You can be any- 
thing you want in this life.”

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Experts: T rans people 
need safety, support

A cultural conversation about transgender is- 
sues recently has rocketed into the mainstream, 
thanks to high-profile transgender celebrities 
such as Caitlyn Jenner and Laverne Cox. But 
policy public safety and governmental bodies 
have a lot of catching up to do, activists say 

“We’re definitely in a period where there’s 
more conversation about transgender issues 
than ever before,” said Owen Daniel-McCart- 
er, an attorney who identifies as transgender. 
Daniel-McCarter is the policy and advocacy 
director at the Illinois Safe Schools Alliance 
and a co-founder of the Transformative Justice 
Law Project of Illinois. “[But] we do see trans 
folks who are overwhelmingly living in poverty 
we see an overrepresentation of trans people in 
the criminal legal sys- 
tem, overrepresenta- 
tion of trans folks in all 
aspects of society that 
are marginalized.” 

There is relatively 
little research avail- 
able on the trans- 
gender population 
nationwide, let alone 
specific to Chicago. 

But the statistics that 
are available show that 
transgender people 
are particularly vulner- 
able to crime, home- 
lessness and suicide. 

“There is a lot of 
discrimination there,” 
said Norman White, a hate crime victim ad- 
vocate with the city of Chicago. “It comes 
from a lack of understanding. ... Most people 
would probably say, ‘I don’t know anyone 
who’s trans,’ or ‘I haven’t really dealt with it.’ ” 

According to the National Transgender 
Discrimination Survey transgender people 
are homeless at nearly twice the rate of the 
general population. About two in five respon- 
dents reported attempting suicide, compared 
with just i.6 percent of the general popula- 
tion. More than a quarter of survey respon- 
dents reported being physically assaulted due 
to their gender identity, and io percent said 
they had been sexually assaulted because they 
were transgender or gender-nonconforming. 

Violence motivated by anti-transgender 
bias certainly would qualify as a hate crime, 
according to White. But there is no local 
data on anti-transgender violence, as far as 
he knows, and the city doesn’t have a specific 


administrative category for anti-transgender 
hate crimes like it does for hate crimes against 
gay, lesbian, bisexual and heterosexual people. 

“We’re working with the police depart- 
ment to see if we can add that category” 
White said. “Society is changing and moving 
forward.” The Chicago Police Department 
did not respond to requests about its policy 
on transgender victims of crime. 

Overall, the existing social structure isn’t 
really built to be trans-friendly said Center on 
Halsted spokesman Peter Johnson: The stig- 
ma about coming out as transgender means 
people are reluctant to become more visible, 
and a lack of visibility leads to a lack of re- 
search and advocacy of transgender issues — 
which only reinforces the stigma, he said. 

“When you’re dis- 
criminated against, 
and consistently dis- 
criminated against, 
you’re in a state of 
having to hide who 
you are and be defen- 
sive and put up guards 
to protect yourself,” 
Johnson said. 

A pattern of bad 
experiences with law 
enforcement means 
that trans people are 
sometimes distrust- 
ful of police and the 
legal system, Daniel- 
McCarter said. 

“There’s real trau- 
ma there with contact with the legal system,” 
he said. “You might not even try to file a com- 
plaint if you were harassed or discriminated 
against illegally” 

That puts the burden on the city to reach 
out, White said. 

“We represent all communities, but we feel 
the transgender community is a community 
that we really need to reach out to,” White 
said. “They’re there, but you don’t really hear 
from them. They’re not visible in the way oth- 
er communities are visible.” 

And increasing visibility is the first step to 
greater justice, Johnson said. 

“That takes time. We’ve seen this not just 
with the LGBT community, we’ve seen this in 
regards to racial equality gender equality” he 
said. “You need advocates and you need peo- 
ple to stand up on your behalf and say ‘This is 
important.’ ”

TED 2 


Different, yet the same 


Hypocrisy, thy name 
is Seth MacFarlane. 

In “Ted 2,” the 
director/co-writer/ 
gifted impressionist 
wants to laugh when 
the bullies beat up the 
nerds, then celebrate 
when the nerds fight 
back. He courts the 
sweet innocence of a 
romantic comedy and 
embraces vulgarity 
like John (Mark Wahl- 
berg, appealing) flailing around on the floor of 
a sperm bank, covered in, uh, fluids, in a scene 
that already reeked of desperation in the lit- 
tle-seen “The Babymakers.” He suggests that 
John, a die-hard Patriots fan, openly wants to 
pleasure Tom Brady while also depicting both 
John and his living teddy bear best pal Ted 
(voiced by MacFarlane) as too homophobic 
to use a penis-shaped bong. When Ted— on 
trial to prove that he’s a person, not property 
so he legally can marry Tami-Lynn (Jessica 
Barth) and adopt a child— declares that he’s 
being subjected to the same oppression as the 
gay community he uses the three-letter F- 
word and “homo,” so as not to seem like he’s 
actually supporting tolerance. 

For the record, these contradictions are 
not used to make a point. “Ted 2,” the sequel 
to the highest-grossing original R-rated 
comedy of all time (!), constantly bounces 
between rotten and fresh, resulting in a 


tomato that’s always resetting its own five- 
second rule on a dirty floor. This is a movie 
in which Liam Neeson (also briefly seen in 
“Entourage,” as were Wahlberg and Brady) 
amusingly questions if Trix being only for 
kids is enforced by law, and also one in which 
the heroes cruelly throw apples at joggers 
because apparently nothing’s funnier than 
injuring people who exercise. MacFarlane 
(“Family Guy”) flirts with considerations of 
civil rights but really just wants to take aim at 
easy targets like the Kardashians and Justin 
Bieber. Though, Ted’s description of Steven 
Tyler is pretty fantastic. 

Stepping in for Mila Kunis (John and Lori 
got divorced, if you care), Amanda Seyfried’s 
enjoyably easygoing as Samantha, a rookie 
lawyer working Ted’s case who earns her 
clients’ trust once she pulls out a bong. For 
“Ted 2,” which uses avast field of marijuana 
to reference the majesty of “Jurassic Park,” 
weed flows like water, the better to digest 
what’s actually a relatively low number (for 
MacFarlane) of non sequiturs, such as a gag 
about Jay Leno (as himself) using a bar bath- 
room for gay sex. Huh? 

At least “Ted 2,” packed with pop culture 
references and shameless Hasbro product 
placement, is funny sometimes — something 
you couldn’t say about ‘A Million Ways to 
Die in the West.” But the movie, which 
weakly reuses the original’s villain (Giovanni 
Ribisi), ends on a sour note, reinforcing the 
problem when a comedy’s jokes are both its 
best and worst attribute.

Unusual, entertaining 
way to test boundaries 



So as not to bury the 
lede, the entertaining, 
talkable “The Over- 
night” does indeed 
feature Adam Scott 
and Jason Schwartz- 
man dancing naked, 
swinging prosthetic 
genitalia of considerably varying size. 

But the extremes involved in this study 
of sexuality in long-term relationships don’t 
mostly feel like groan-inducing inevitabili- 
ties for a story about two couples going from 
strangers to something a lot closer than 
that in the course of a night. Though I’m 
not convinced that Alex (Scott) and Emily 
(Taylor Schilling) are so desperate for new 
friends that they’d go along with everything 
Kurt (Schwartzman) and Charlotte (Judith 
Godreche) suggest, all the leads are strong, 
and there’s traction in the concept of adults’ 
difficulty to establish new bonds. With Alex 
and Emily new to L.A. from Seattle, Scott 


certainly sells their naivete, even as the night 
becomes an intriguing comedy of escalation, 
noting, “Maybe this is what California din- 
ner parties are like,” and kind of wanting to 
believe it. Schwartzman again proves himself 
a deft comic force, toeing the line between 
charming and obnoxious (he unironically 
pronounces “France” as “Fronce,” which is 
not excused by having a French wife). 

The 74-minute movie is a bit of a straight 
line, focused tightly on testing boundaries 
and where lines will be drawn, or if they will 
be at all. When so many of my notes taken 
about the movie are things like “butthole 
art,” “sewage water” and “breast pump 
DVD,” you could argue that the movie’s de- 
tails veer away from grounding comedy in the 
otherwise solid sense of character on display 
Yet writer-director Patrick Brice (“Creep”), 
suggesting that what is and isn’t {bleeped] up 
about a night and a relationship are subjec- 
tive, has a good sense of how appealing an 
unconventional release can be when enough 


anxiety/tension has accumulated.

Mostly wants to be cute 



On the list of topics 
to easily include in 
appealing stories 
about growing up, 
mental health isn’t 
high on the list. 

Focus too tightly on 
what’s happening and 
why and risk no one describing the movie 
as fun. (God forbid.) Get too far away from 
the subject, on the other hand, and chance 
feeling detached from what may be the most 
important detail of the story 

“Infinitely Polar Bear” exemplifies the lat- 
ter situation, depicting personal details from 
a challenging family dynamic without making 
much effort to process it. It’s 1978, nine years 
since Cameron (Mark Ruffalo) was diagnosed 
as a manic depressive. His wife Maggie (Zoe 
Saldana) would prefer to take care of their 
two young daughters but, considering the 
family has no money and Cameron isn’t 
stable enough to hold a job, she enters an 
18 -month MBA program at Columbia Uni- 
versity, leaving behind her struggling husband 


to watch the kids in Boston. 

Writer and first-time director Maya Forbes 
(“The Rocker”) gives “Infinitely Polar Bear” 
some vivid, unique memories to bring this 
autobiographical tale out from her head and 
onto the screen. (The same couldn’t be said 
for the astonishingly boring “Low Down,” 
which you didn’t see and I’m glad about 
that.) But the movie is way too close to zany 
lacking a point of view— this isn’t the story 
through the kids’ eyes or from the adults’ 
perspective, and that’s a problem— and 
lingering at a distance from the primary issue 
at hand. “Silver Linings Playbook” some- 
times had this problem but wasn’t afraid to 
recognize the scary unpredictability that can 
come with mental illness. Outside of an early 
scene that prompts Cameron’s hospitaliza- 
tion, “Polar Bear” repetitively showcases the 
girls’ embarrassment with their father’s social 
miscues in a nonspecific way as it stems from 
what he’s going through. He’s painted mostly 
as an eccentric, which hampers the usually 
reliable Ruffalo and makes the movie feel 
softened. 


When the girls don’t want to lie about 
where they live for the benefit of a better 
school district, or when they place anti- 
smoking signs around their dumpy apart- 
ment to get Dad’s attention, this dramedy 
(an awful word, I know) rings true. Same 
with the discussion of gender roles of the era. 


(When Maggie describes her career plan, 
Cameron’s dad asks, “Is this something to 
do with feminism?”) Yet too often— such 
as when a kid asks, “Is that a machete?” and 
Cameron yells, “Big deal if it is!”— the light- 
hearted tone of “Infinitely Polar Bear” seems 
like it’s smiling to keep from crying.

Never learns to dance 


A movie about dance 
music that doesn’t 
seem to care or 
know much about 
it, “Eden” takes 
95 minutes (of its 
131-minute running 
time) before peeking 
in on the creative process, and even then it’s 
brief and unsatisfying. Stretching from 1992 
to late 2013, this disappointing effort from 
French director/co-writer Mia Hansen-Love

go; money rarely arrives. Yet Paul and Stan

duo Cheers— note: Paul describes garage as 
comparable to house music but with more 
disco— seem to have little interaction with 
each other or passion for what they do. 

They’re not inspired. They don’t sacrifice. 
And Hansen-Love, existing at a distance 
from all of this, never identifies a distinction 
for why anyone else makes it in a chang- 
ing dance landscape and these dopes don’t. 
(They also gain no professional advantage 
from being pals with Daft Punk. Come on, 
guys, network!) If “half-assing your career will 
get you nowhere” counts as a big lesson for 
young artists, the music industry is in even 
bigger trouble than we thought. PS. Former 
Chicagoan Greta Gerwig appears briefly as 
one of Paul’s many better halves.
